Contractor Glift Wise, -knew nothing 
jf the danger until the crash occurred 
and they were hurled with horses, car;

scrambled mass of. defrris beside the 
tracks. Neither of the men or the 
horses sustained any serious injury 
but the men received a scare that

live, and so far as is 'known,J'tfre um-
